BrMffy, let me suggest you 
see how much Hal remembers, ^e was represented by Bringuier ss having just blunder- 
ed m ana offered to help the exiles, including by fighting, on a date Bringuier 
established ss both August 2 end August 5, whichever it was for the first time. 

B said the t on this, the only occasion, from his testimony/ he told ^hilip he was

On this I have 
two independent witnesses, cne, a third, being dead. I really have four on the pro- 
ceeding one. That one. doesn’t make this guy the one who started him. There are 
other official records on this, two of which 1 know, that 1 have not tried to tap, 
feeling it would signal too. much. Philip also connects woth Captain Bob, the nub-’ 
lisher with the strange, line of specialized publications, the man who knew of a 
doctorSs attitude toward ADA and sucho and of his hatreds. You should be able to 
identify him.

Perhaps 
this is the pi; ce to remind you that 1 believe my s±i letters had something to do with 
Bahmer's early retirement end with the new signature, that of an Acting Archivist,
